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FARM  INCOME  IN  1963 


Summary 


Realized  net  farm  income  this  year  is  likely  to  be  almost  as  high  as  the 
1962  estimate  of  $12.9  billion,  which  was  the  highest  level  in  9  years.  This 
reappraisal  for  19&3  takes  into  account  (l)  the  recent  price  decline  in  cattle 
and  hogs;  (2)  the  lower  payment  rates  on  diverted  feed  grain  acreage  but  higher 
support  payments  for  feed  grains  than  in  1962;  and  (3)  a  continued  substantial 
rise  in  production  costs.    However,  even  with  the  likelihood  of  a  small  decline 
in  aggregate  net  farm  income  in  19&3;  realized  net  income  per  farm  will  probably 
equal  the  record  $3>500  of  19&2,  as  a  result  of  the  continuing  decline  in 
numbers  of  farms . 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  19&3         he  about  the  same  as  the 
record  high  of  $35-7  billion  in  1962.    Lower  farm  prices  and  a  larger  volume  of 
marketings  are  in  prospect.    Government  payments  likely  will  be  higher  than 
last  year's  total  of  $1.7  billion.    Thus,  realized  gross  farm  income  probably 
will  be  just  above  the  $^0.6  billion  record  total  reached  in  1962. 

Farm  production  expenses,  which  have  been  rising  each  year  since  1953> 
will  continue  to  rise  in  19&3*    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items, 
taxes,  interest,  and  wage  rates  are  running  higher  this  year.    And,  inputs  of 
some  production  factors  such  as  feed  are  showing  increases  over  last  year. 

Recent  Developments 

Plans  of  the  Nation's  farmers  for  1963,  as  of  March  1,  indicate  planting 
of  263  million  acres  to  the  17  major  spring  crops  covered  in  the  annual  survey 
of  prospective  plantings  by  the  Department.    If  planted,  this  acreage  would  be 
the  second  smallest,  2  percent  more  than  last  year's  record  low.    Feed  grain 
acreage  is  expected  to  be  up  2  percent  with  larger  plantings  of  corn  and 
sorghums  offsetting  indicated  declines  in  planting  of  oats  and  barley.  Food 
grain  acreage  is  expected  to  be  6  percent  more  than  last  year.  Prospective 
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soybean  acreage  would  be  record  high,  h  percent  above  1962  plantings.  Cotton 
acreage  may  be  down  sharply--1.5  million  acres  less  than  last  year.  Minor 
declines  are  in  prospect  for  planted  acreage  of  dry  beans  and  peas,  peanuts, 
potatoes,  and  tobacco. 

Almost  complete  reports  indicate  that  farmers  signed  up  to  divert 
25-7  million  acres  from  corn,  barley,  and  grain  sorghum  production  under  the 
I963  Feed  Grain  Program  compared  with  29 '6  million  acres  under  the  1962 
program.    Participating  feed  grain  growers  are  eligible  for  diversion  payments 
and  price  supports.    Part  of  the  price  support  will  be  made  available  through 
payments  per  bushel  on  normal  production  in  addition  to  loans  and  purchase 
agreements . 

Under  the  1963  Wheat  Program,  farmers  have  signed  up  to  divert  6.6  million 
acres  of  wheat  according  to  reports  through  March  Ik;  the  program  was  open  for 
sign  up  through  March  22.    Producers  participating  in  the  1963  Wheat  Program 
are  eligible  for  an  l&y  a  bushel  payment  on  their  normal  product ion --as  well 
as  diversion  payments.    Price  support  loans  at  $1.82  a  bushel  are  available  to 
all  producers  who  plant  within  their  1963  acreage  allotments.    The  wheat  crop 
this  year  is  now  estimated  at  1,167  million  bushels,  up  about  7  percent  from 
1962.    Winter  wheat  output,  as  of  April  1,  was  estimated  at  927  million 
bushels,  ih  percent  more  than  in  1962. 

Heavy  supplies  of  fed  cattle  and  hogs  have  resulted  in  sharp  price  drops 
to  farmers  in  the  first  quarter  of  this  year.    Under  the  present  supply  situ- 
ation, there  is  little  likelihood  for  significant  improvement  in  cattle  prices 
in  the  next  several  months --but  price  prospects  may  be  more  favorable  in  the 
second  half  of  this  year.    Hog  slaughter  during  the  April-June  quarter  may  not 
be  substantially  above  a  year  earlier.    But,  pork  production  for  the  year 
probably  will  exceed  last  year's  levels. 

Cash  Receipts  in  I963 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  this  year  likely  will  not  be  much 
different  than  the  estimated  record  high  of  $35 • 7  billion  in  1962.  Marketings 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  be  a  record  high  but  prices  will 
average  well  below  the  favorable  levels  of  1962.    Crop  marketings  in  1963  may 
be  slightly  larger  than  in  1962,  while  prices  probably  may  change  little. 

A  large  volume  of  marketings  of  cattle  and  hogs  will  help  sustain  income 
from  meat  animals  despite  substantial  price  declines  in  1963^     Prices  for  sheep 
and  lambs  should  continue  to  improve  this  year  and  be  well  above  prices  the 
past  2  years . 

A  slight  gain  in  receipts  from  dairy  products  is  expected  due  to  an 
increased  volume  of  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers;  the  price  for  milk  should 
be  very  close  to  the  1962  level.    Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  of  poultry 
and  eggs  may  also  be  up  somewhat.     Increased  marketings  with  little  change  in 
annual  average  prices  are  likely  for  broilers  and  turkeys. 
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Cash  receipts  from  marketings  (including  loans)  of  wheat  will  probably  be 
higher  than  in  1962  with  a  larger  wheat  crop  in  prospect  this  year  than  last. 
Farm  marketings  of  corn  are  expected  to  be  large  this  year  at  prices  around 
those  of  1962,  and  receipts  from  farm  sales  of  this  most  important  feed  grain 
may  be  about  the  same  as  in  1962. 

The  substantially  smaller  cotton  crop  expected  this  year  than  in  1962  will 
result  in  lower  cash  receipts  in  total  to  cotton  growers.    Receipts  from  farm 
sales  of  tobacco  should  be  up,  with  some  increase  expected  in  both  the  average 
price  and  the  volume  marketed. 

The  record  soybean  crop  anticipated  in  19&3  will  push  up  receipts;  prices 
also  may  average  slightly  above  1962.  Cash  returns  to  peanut  growers  probably 
will  be  close  to  last  year  despite  some  indicated  reduction  in  plantings. 

Potato  prices  probably  will  be  higher  this  year.    Some  price  improvement 
also  is  in  prospect  for  dry  beans  and  peas.    But,  truck  crop  prices  may  be 
below  the  high  average  reached  in  1962.    Receipts  from  vegetables  in  total 
likely  will  be  around  the  total  received  in  1962. 

Total  receipts  from  fruits  and  edible  tree  nuts  likely  will  be  higher  this 
year,  due  particularly  to  sharply  reduced  supplies  and  increased  citrus  prices. 
Supplies  of  citrus  fruits  were  cut  substantially  by  the  freezes  in  all  major 
citrus  States. 


Production  Expenses  in  19^3 

Farm  production  expenses,  which  have  risen  each  year  since  1953>  will 
continue  their  upward  trend  in  1963*    Generally  higher  prices  for  purchased 
items  and  increased  inputs  of  some  of  the  more  important  production  factors 
will  probably  combine  to  increase  production  expenses  about       billion  above 
the  1962  level. 

Expenditures  for  purchased  feed  are  expected  to  increase  most  from  1962 
levels,  reflecting  an  increase  in  both  animal  units  to  be  fed  and  prices  paid 
for  feed.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  feed  this  February  and  March  were  almost 
6  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Fertilizer  prices  this  year  are  expected 
to  hold  firm  at  1962  levels.    The  quantity  of  fertilizer  used  is  expected  to 
increase  in  line  with  the  projected  expansion  in  acres  planted  and  expenditures 
will  increase.    The  prospective  2  percent  increase  in  plantings  of  the  major 
crops  and  projected  higher  prices  for  seeds  will  increase  farmers  1  expenditures 
for  this  item  in  1963*    Outlays  by  farmers  for  feeder  cattle  are  not  expected 
to  reach  19^2  levels,  as  prices  paid  will  average  lower  than  last  year.  Some 
offset  will  occur  in  increased  outlays  for  placements  of  broilers  and  farm 
chickens. 

Interest  rates  in  19&3  are  expected  to  ease  off  from  1962  levels.  However, 
this  will  be  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  total  debt  outstanding,  and 
total  interest  charges  will  rise.    Taxes  on  farm  real  estate  and  other  property 
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also  will  be  higher  in  19^3  >  continuing  their  sharp  rise  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II.    Although  wage  rates  are  expected  to  increase  in  1963*  the 
number  of  hired  workers   is   forecast  lower.    The  hired  farm  labor  bill  is 
projected  not  much  different  than  in  19&2,  around  $3  billion. 


First  Quarter  19^3  Cash  Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  19&3  were 
estimated  at  $7*9  billion,  up  about  1  percent  from  the  same  period  of  1962. 
The  small  increase  was  accounted  for  by  an  increased  volume  of  marketings 
compared  with  January -March  1962  which  more  than  offset  a  fractional  drop  in 
the  average  of  prices  received  for  farm  products. 

First  quarter  19^3  livestock  and  livestock  products  receipts,  estimated 
at  $^.7  billion  were  down  slightly  from  a  year  earlier  under  the  pressure  of 
lower  prices.    Receipts  were  lower  for  milk  and  hogs  while  cash  income  from 
broilers  and  eggs  was  more  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  1962. 

Receipts  from  crops  totaled  about  k  percent  more  this  January -March  than 
a  year  earlier.  Both  marketings  and  prices  were  up.  Estimated  receipts  were 
higher  for  cotton,  tobacco,  potatoes,  sorghum  grain,  and  barley  but  lower  for 
wheat  and  truck  crops. 


March  1963  Cash  Receipts 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  this  March  are  tentatively  placed  at 
$2.3  billion,  down  almost  2  percent  from  March  1962.    The  drop  in  meat  animal 
prices  was  primarily  responsible  for  the  decline.    Livestock  receipts  were 
estimated  at  $1.6  billion  and  crop  receipts  at  $0.7  billion.
